The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification lacks the appropriate sections heading useful for text searching. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1 , 2, 29 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Brutting FR '666, cited by applicants in view of Revel FR '416. 

The claims have been amended with the orientation of the shoes added to calim 
1 . Although it is unclear if it is only the embodiment shown in Figure 8 that has 
this orientation revel teaches the use of such an orientation in a shoe package for 
ease of access. Therefore to have provided shoes in the bag of Brutting in such 
an orientation for ease of access would have been obvious in view of Revel. 

6. Claims 1-6, 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Willey GB 102, cited by applicants in view of Revel FR '416 in the 
manner applied to the claims above. 

7. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claims 6 above, and further in view of Klasing et a; '700. 

To have formed one side of the bag of an opaque material would have been 
obvious in view of Klasing et al. 
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8. Claim 31 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Hummel '975, cited by 
applicants. 

To have formed the closure as a printed card would have been obvious in view of 
Hummel. To have included the well-known barcode to be scanned into a 
computer would have been most obvious. 

9. Claims 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Kamins et al 
'958. 

To have formed the closure as a snap fit closure with a handle and hook bonded 
to the lips of the bag would have been obvious in view of such teaching by 
Kamins et al. 

1 0. Claims 35-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Korn '510. 

To have formed the closure from a foldable member in the manner of Korn as 
shown in Figure 1 1 would have been most obvious. Members 1 and 2 of Korn define 
flaps with member 8 defining an adjunct strop foldably connected to the flap. Members 
15 and 17 are considered to define cooperating integral formation. 

1 1 . Claims 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 35 above, and further in view of Mode et al DE 
'007. 
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To have included a hook or hanger in the folded closure would have been 
obvious in view of Mode et al. 

12. Claim 42 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other containers and closures.
